W  armth  and  Pure  Air  fdr  Stork. 

The  recent  cold  weather  gives  stock  ex¬ 
cellent  appetites  and  shows’.conclusively 
the  importance  of  providing  for  them 
comfortable  winter  quarterfe.  The  loss 
from  unnecessary  exposure]  of  stock  in 
western  latitudes  amounts  tb  millions  of 
dollars  in  this  country  every!  winter,  and 
the  importance  of  the  questit  n  of  shelter 
for  stock  needs  to  be  advocf  ted.  There 
is  usually  much  less  exposuj  e  of  horses 
than  of  cattle,  and  the  forme  r  are  better 
enabled  to  bear  the  inclemency  of 
weather  if  accustomed  to  it.  Cattle  are 
naturally  sensitive  to  cold,  and  while 
with  an  abundance  of  hearty Ifood  before 
them  they  are  capable  <)f  enduring  much 
severe  weather,  yet  econouly  requires 
that  due  attention  be  given  0o  the  sub¬ 
ject,  and  suitable  means  for  shelter  and 
comfort  provided.  Many  farmers  allow 
their  stock  to  be  unnecessary  exposed 
in  winter,  frbm  mere  carelessness  and  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  laws  pertainljng  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  all  animals.  Thev 
need  to  be  reminded  that  thejheat  in  all 
warm-blooded  animals  requires  to  be 
kept  at  nearly  the  same  temperature, 
and  that  when  the  weather  heroines  cold 
or  stormy,  as  in  winter,  some;  provision 
must  be  made  to  keep  up  the  aiiimal  heat 
to  nearly  its  normal  degree.  This  may 
usually  be  accomplished  by  ftleding  the 
animals  heavily  of  strong  concentrated 
food,  but  it  can  be  done  muon  cheaper 
by  providing  suitable  protection  against 
the  cutting  winds  and  pelting  Storms. 

Fresh  air  is  the  vital  element  jof  health, 
and  on  the  hills  of  our  dairy  counties  the 
supply  from  November  to  May  is  ordi¬ 
narily  ample  for  all  demands  ;  St  is,  up  to 
the  present  writing,  not  controlled  by 
any  combinations,  or  likely  to  be  locked 
up  by  a  ring,  but  in  many  and  many  a 
stable  (and  house  as  well)  it  s  as  care¬ 
fully  economized  as  if  there  watt  a  risk  of 
using  it  all  up  with  no  chance  of  getting 
any  more.  A  cow  cannot  giyje  whole¬ 
some  milk  without  pure  air  a|*  well  as 
pure  water,  but  thousands  get  little  of 
either  on  farms  where  free  wi  ids  blow 
and  bright  springs  bubble,  si]  lply  be¬ 
cause  no  thought  is  given  to  ventilation, 
and  it  is  easier  to  let  the  herd  dr|nk  from 
a  yard  pool  than  to  conduct  ^ter  to 
them.
